So 
lie built a little shed. lined It with 
the finest beach 
sand, 
led 
little 
streams of water 
through 
it, and 
placed therein a number of terrapin. 
Every day he spent hours smoking 
his pita* and watching his pets live 
their lives just as they had in the 
wild state. He found out what they 
ate and when they crawled into the 
sand for the winter, and when they 
came out in the spring. For a long 
time, however, lie could not discover 
a way of hatching terrapin in cap­ 
tivity. 
At this point Mr. Barbee draws a 
veil across the course of events. This 
is where the secret comes in. For 
lie did discover a way of making the 
fa th e rly eggs of the terrapins hatch 
in a box of sand— without sunlight 
and without artificial heat. He sim­ 
ply puts the eggs 
in that 
sand— 
which is specially prepared— and at

States bureau of fisheries pronounc­ 
ed Mr. Barbee a fraud. He said the

be done. 
Therefore Mr. Barbee packed a num ­ 
ber of boxes with sand and terra­ 
pins aud eggs, aud not in wrath, but 


in a very determined mood, he took 
a train for 
Washington. 
There he 
went to a prominent hotel, set up 
his sand boxes in the lobby, and sent 
for the doubting fishery expert, the 
newspa|»er men, and ail and sundry 
to come aud 
se terrapin 
brought 
into the world without the aid of ar­ 
tificial heat or sunlight. The scien­ 
tists and reporters arrived iii time, 
but no more punctually than the in­ 
fant reptiles. 
These 
triumphantly 
emerged from their 
shells 
at the 
psychological moment, to the com­ 
plete dumbfounding 
of the scribes 
and sages. 
Since then the fae and fortune of 
Barbee's terrapin 'arni have grown 
apace. Almost every year Mr. Barbee 
goes to New York and hatches a few 
terrapin in public just to give the 
newspaper men something to write 
about. And everyone who comes to 
Savannah goes out to see Barbees 
terrapin farm, and eat terrapin stew. 
Mr. Barbee shows and explains ab­ 
solutely everything—except the sec­ 
ret. 
Som ething in Sand 
“ It is something mixed with the 
sand ”, is all he will tell you about 
that. 
Many distinguished persons have 
come to wonder at this unique meth­ 
od of artificial incubation. William 
Jennings Bryan 
journeyed 
to the 
farm. and Mr. Barbee placed an egg 
In his hand just as the youthful ter­ 
rapin strolled forth, to the delight 
and amazement 
of the statesman. 
The infant terrapin is a most preco­ 
cious and appealing mite. Mr. Bar­ 
bee sells them for .’*0 cents apiece 
as i»ets. Society women have been 
known to keep them 
in mahogany 
boxes with brass trimmings. 
They 
display a good deal of intelligence, 
and become very tame. One young 
lady terrapin by the name of Toby 
has silent tier entire life of two years 
iu Mr. Barbee’s jacket. She has been 
handled by thousands of persons, and 
is known to everyone iii Savannah. 
Her chief accomptishmet Is wiping 
lier eyes with one forefoot when told 
to do so. 
Tile sale of these young terrapins 
at 50 cents each just about pays the 
expenses if ulcerating the plant, leav­ 
ing the returns from the sale of the 
greater part of th stock at $3 each 
as clear profit. 
Terrapin Not Popular 
The demand for diamond-back ter­ 
rapin is not a large one: hut it is 
much larger than the 
supply. Mr. 
Barbre asserts that the younger gen­ 
eration does not appreciate terrapin, 
and seldom eats it except 
for the 
sake of splurging. 
The heyday of 
the terrapin’s fame was before the 
war, when these toothsome reptiles 
a r e abundant all over the south. To­ 
day they are chiefly appreciated by 
persons who learned to eat them 
long ago. Very conservative* clubs, 
where elderly colonels ami majors 
foregather, and very expensive ho­ 
tels. which must bav the most ex­ 
pensive foods on their menus, are

HALF MILUOH RUSS

Whether Kuropatkin’a heavy 
blows are the beginning of a great 
offensive or merely an a ttem p t to 
lift the pressure on Verdun, it is too 
early to determine. The Petrograd 
correspondent of the Morning Post 
cabled today that, “ the great Rus­ 
sian move has begun.” pointing out 
that Kuropatkin is employing large 
forces. 
Other dispatches from Petrograd 
described the Russian offensive as 
an attempt to batter in the danger- 
out German wedge in the Dvinsk re­ 
gion, removing the threat of a Ger­ 
man offensive on that sector when 
weather conditions 
are seasonable. 
This is the view held by the majority 
of London critics, who believe the 
weather in the Dvinsk region will 
not be favorable for a great offen­ 
sive for at least a month.
